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The Farm Board’s Shocking Salary Graft 
The. excessive and amazing salaries paid the officials of the 
national marketing cooperatives set up by the Federal Farm 


Board again reveal the inner 


working of the rising capital- 


_istic Bure&ucracy which is being built up to take the place of 


democratic. government. 


Officials are‘receiving larger salaries for running agricul- 
tural cooperatives than government officials receive for run- 


ning the government of the United States. E. F..Creekman, 
president ‘and general manager of the Cotton Stabilization 
Corporation, receives $75,000 a year, the same as the Presi- 
dent of the United States. George S. Milnor, president and 
general’‘manager of the Grain Stabilization Corporation, gets 
$50,000" a year, more than what three cabinet officials get. 
for the Farm Board, 
gets $20,000 a year, $5,000 more than the Attorney General 
of the United States. 

For these enormous salaries the Federal Board is solely 
responsible, It created these alleged marketing corporations 
and fixed the salaries ‘of the officials. Its excuse for paying 
such excessive sums is that the operations of these national 
marketing corporations are so extensive that it was found 
necessary to pay these amounts in order to obtain the service 
of meiy of adequate business ability and integrity. 

.» On the other hand, let’s suppose the Federal Farm Board 
alibi is offered in good faith and that they scoured the United 


States for geniuses whose services were worth as much as the 
President of the United States. Wouldn’t we be justified in 
expecting unusual results? 

What have we got? E. F. Creekman gets as much as the 
President of the United States for the job of marketing the 
American cotton crop in a manner that will bring fair and 
adequate returns to the cotton growers. After he has enjoyed 
this princely salary long enough to show results commensur- 
ate with his towering genius we find cotton marketing con- 
ditions and cotton prices the worst they have ever been in 
American history. They are so bad that a conference of the 
governors of the cotton growing states has just adopted a 
resolution asking all growers to cut down the acreage 50 per 
cent next year, Creekman despite his Presidential] salary has 
not done a solitary thing toward removing those monopolis- 
tic and competitive interests that control and have ruined the 
cotton market for the producers. He has not even suggested 
any plan for holding the cotton surpls off the market until 
prices go back to normal. He has entirely failed to do these 
two things which alone would give the growers fair and stable 
prices. The people have every reason to suspect that the 
$75,000 per year he received was paid solely as a political sop 
to protect the present privately monopolized cotton market 
from public interference. 

Exactly the same thing has happened in the case of George 
S. Milnor, whose wonderful genius was purchased at the fabu- 
lous price of $50,000 per year. Except for the recent flurries 
in wheat caused by European conditions, the worst conditions 


to control the wheat surplus in such a way as to restore wheat 
prices to normal. The $50,000 paid him was worse than 
wasted. 

On the other hand, the present private interests that con- 
trol cotton and wheat marketing, have managers and presi- 
dents, who, too, are paid enormous salaries. But they deliver 
the goods. They have never controlled the market more com- 
pletely or garnered a bigger harvest of dollars at the ex- 
pense of the farmers than they have during the time when 
the public have been paying enormous salaries to prevent this. 
The government investigation should go a little deeper and 
divulge just why this is so. But it never will because the 
whole scheme is a frame-up of American capitalism from 
start to finish.

We wonder how many of our readers read our news story 
yesterday of actual conditions in the coa) fields of Kentucky 
by Margaret Lane. It told of the plight of one family, reveal- 
ing a picture entirely typical of conditions thrcughout the en- 
tire district. . 

The mother was afraid to let her bare-footed, half-naked 
and half-starved children be photographed for fear her hus- 
band would be fired. She was afraid to trade in a chain store 
where twenty pounds of flour sold for 69 cents, but had to 
trade in a company store where twenty pounds of flour cost a 
dollar, otherwise her husband would be fired. 

Her husband received $6 a week for three days work. The 
company refused to pay him money, but paid him scrip. She 


‘ company. Rent for their miserable little, overcrowded shack 


was $8 per month. Her husband had formerly been fired for 
joining a union and this family had been thrown entirely on 
private charity for six months because the husband had darea 
to try to better his conditions. Thousands of families in this 
cruel and savage satrapy of the rich coal barons are in o 
as horrible condition as this. 


Whole families are being slowly and cruelly wiped out. Chil- 
dren are growing up with half-starved, stunted and dwarfed 
bodies and dwarfed crooked and undeveloped minds to curse 
our capitalistic American “civilization.” But this is only 
half of the story. In order to maintain such a monstrous sys 
tem of exploitation the entire local government has been 
bought up and owned by the wealthy coal barons—including 
particularly the courts and the officers of the law. In addition 
hired private thugs and assassins are maintained by coal com- 





panies throughout the district and their reign of

CHICAGO—(INS) — Northwes- 
tern’s jousting with Purdue for the 
undisputed Big Ten football title 
of 1931 and for the relief of the un- 
employed will headline the three re- 
maining post-season games in the 
conference tomorrow.

Felix was greatly moved by Paul’s 
testimony concerning Christ, but 
postponed decision, expecting to 
receive a bribe from Paul. 

2. Trial before Festus (25:1+12). 
Festus was the’ successor of Felix. 
Two years had elapsed, but. the 
Jewish hatred had not abated. 
Paul's foes.in Jerusalem sought to 
have him brought there for trial, 
intending to lie in wait and kill 
him on the way. Festus, willing to

(Acts 28:15-31).

2. Paul’s lenient treatment . (v. 
16). He was allowed to hire a house 
and live apart, being guarded by a 
soldier.

- He ex- 
plained the reason for his being 
there. The results was that the

“The big stuff 
you see lying there in the tipple is 
block coal. We sell less of that than 
anything. The next size we call 
“eggs,” that’s for domestic con- 
sumption. The big load of small 
stuff down below is slack. That’s | 
our biggest sale, and goes for fac- 
tory consumption. We sell many 
times more of that than we do of 
the other two put together. 
“Now, for every ton of coal that 
comes out of the mine I pay thirty 
five cents to the miner who loads 
it on to the trucks. The man oper- 
ating the cutter gets eight cents a 
ton. That’s forty-three cents paid 
to the first three men who handle 
it. For the slack, which is my chief 
sale, I can get only forty cents a 
ton, and besides those first two 
men there are men working the 
tipple, several sorters, and a mine 
foreman to be paid, besides $400 a 
week overhead rent for the mine 
and an electric light bill running 
to something like $500 a month.
